1'ontiff require it to bi1 disregarded. * * '•' 
We do not hesitate to s.iy, as a measure for 
the nation's self-protection, that no man 
who conievses allegiance to the Pontiff 
should be allowf-d to participate as a citizen 
in either holding an office or casting a bal- 
lot. The I" ni ted States supreme court has 
decided that the law of one of o'.ir states 
disfranchising Mormons is constitutional, 
on the theory that the man who takes the 
oath the Mormons are required to take can- 
not be a good citizen.
